ichfully adhered to the Parliament, hath invited mie' (amongſt 
your many important and publike imployments )to interpoſe, and 
to acquaint you with the condition of my affatres, ſince the firſt 
fitting of this Parliament 1640.” I have uſed 'my moſt endeavours 
indIabours, Thave imployed wy ſtudy and beſt ingeny, all my 
ortion and eſtate, and have ingaged my perſon, friends,arid kin- 
4dred, and all that might be deare unto me, for the aſliſtance of 
Gods cauſe, and promotihg the Kingdomes intereſt ; Thave been 
conſtantly in Armes, four yeares and upwards ; of which time T 
have ſerved two and thirty monerhs/or thereabouts) without pay, 
being ſo much in Arrear ; Upon ſeverall expeditions I have' 
vanced wholly upon my own nr .9p have raiſed, litted and main- 
Jrained, divers Souldiers with Horſes, Armes, &c. in the ſervice of 
the State for many moneths together : I ſaffered nine weekes hard 
impriſonment in the Caſtle at Oxfird 1642. and my brother dyed 
a priſoner ,. by the barbarous uſage of Sir Richurd' Grenvite in 
Cornwall 1643. My reverend and ever honoured Father , ifi-his 
- fold age, was fo vilely intreated and territied by French, ' Germans, 
and bloudy Iriſh Papiſts, and other deſperate Cavaliers that con- 
tantly quartered at his houſe; jn the griefe wheteof he ae 1645: 
having loſt the greateſt part of his eſtate,” by conſtrained free gijar« 
ter, and plunder ; and hath left a deſolate diftrefied widow ('my 
Mother ) and many children unprovided for, the care and burden” 
{whereof Gods providence hath caſt upon me. I need not mention: 
!in what plenty, hoſpitality , repute, and renowne, _ Father 
jad all my Anceſtors, for many hundred yeares in ſucceſſion have 
[lived in this County : And 1 my ſelfe (your tte friend andCo-

The 
humble and thankefull acknowledgement and Declaration of 
the County of Southampton, preſentedby the Grand Inry of 
the ſaidConnty , at the fitting of a Commiſſion of Oyer and 
Terminer, &c. Upon which Declaration a Letter of thankes 
was ordered by the houſe, to be ſent to the Gentry of Hawpſbire+ 
And whereas upon the 9: of Febrzary following, a Peticion was 
read in the houſe won the Towne of Taunton in the County of 
Sommrrſet,being an humble and gratefull acknowledgement of the. 
faid Town for the late Votes palſed- both houſes, forno further 
addrelles to be made to His Majeſty ; The houſe hereupon Ordered, 
that the thankes of the houſe ſhould be given to the ſaid Towne, 
for expreſſing their Cordiall affe&tion to che Parliament herein.
